M ines, said he did not know how 
long it would take to com plete the 
inspection.

WASHINGTON ( C P I » —This is the year Americans will 
begin enjoying those long, three-day weekends provided by 
Congress more than two years ago with a liberal juggling of 
federal holidays. 


And 1971. the year the holiday-juggling law takes effect, 
is a bonus year. Four holidays Congress didn t tamper with 
already tail on or adjacent to weekends, giving Americans 
eight long weekends. 


From now on. George Washington's birthday. Memorial 
Day. Columbus Day —a new federal holiday —and Veterans 
Day will be celebrated on Mondays, regardless of the date. 
The other tour holiday weekends this year are for 
Christmas. New Year s. July 4 and Labor Day. 
Although the law only affects federal employes and 


federally operated and controlled institutions, most of the 
U.S. businesses were expected to go along with the plan. At 
least 45 state legislatures have created state holidays on 
one or more of the federal dates. 
i would estimate that more than 90 per cent ot 
American employes will get the new Mondays off,” said 
John W 
Lindeman. information director for Discover 
America travel organizations and a leader in the effort for 
long holiday weekends. 
He said unions and businesses alike looked with favor on 
the new law. 
The only holiday not providing a long weekend is 
Thanksgiving, left untouched as the fourth Thursday in 
November

Missionaries' Good 
Lives After Them 


By DAVID POLING 


The shake-up in the finances of the American church 
has had vibrations around the world. A sharp reduction 
in overseas personnel and a severe limitation on new 
assignments have touched nearly every denomination 
that has a world missions budget. 
Although this trend started quietly three or four years 
ago, the crunch hit like a ton of bricks during the reces­ 
sion of 1970. More than 100 Presbyterian teachers, evan­ 
gelists and medical technicians returned last year alone. 
These cuts will continue and the perspective on overseas 
work faces a new question mark. 
About a year ago this writer received a communication 
from a college classmate who has served various church 
organizations in the Philippines. He spoke of the events 
we have described, but not in the tone of distress or de­ 
feat: 
“This is a definite period of transition for the church 
here. New leadership is taking over. There is the urgency 
for participating in the national goals of economic and 
social development of the Philippines. The final links of 
dependence on the supporting denominations in the States 
are weakening. 
“The United Church of Christ, and other churches, too, 
have their eyes set more clearly on their own future as 
a people. They look to their own resources for leadership 
and to their local sources for support. When they need 
more money than can be found locally, they turn to vari­ 
ous world or regional agencies for help, instead of de­ 
pending only on American sources. This situation has 
partly been a result of the dwindling finances in the 
United States for work overseas.” 
The Christian community in the F a r East, especially in 
Korea and Hong Kong, has shown unusual strength and 
vitality. These folk are not holding their breath for the 
next check from the States nor do they feel that their 
program of Christian education and outreach is going to 
collapse with the departure of Americans. 
Yet a loud and long cheer should be offered for the work 
that has been demonstrated in the past. Yes, the mission­ 
ary has deserved a lot of debunking and scorn; often he 
was a fool in a foreign culture and, too often, a racist 
looking for cheap help to do the dishes and wash the 
clothes. Movies and novels and first-hand reports have 
ably presented that side. But there is another side to this 
Christian service, and the Peace Corps, among other pro­ 
grams, owes its spiritual quality to the vision and com­ 
passion of those first Americans who brought health and 
hope to millions. 
In his book, “ For I n s t a n c e , ” Donald T. Kauffman 
quotes the leading secular magazine in India, The Illus­ 
trated Weekly of India, and the surprising article entitled 
“ What India Owes Christianity.” The Christian invest­ 
ment of lives and cash in this ancient land is staggering. 
"Christian endeavor has given India,” says the author 
“ over 150 c o l l e g e s , 2,177 high schools.'214 technical 
schools, 153 teachers’ training schools, 620 hospitals, 670 
dispensaries, 86 leprosy centers, 713 o r p h a n a g e s , 67 
homes for the aged (are you still with us?), 681 hostels 
and welfare centers, 275 creches, 44 agricultural settle­ 
ments, 27 industrial centers, and several institutions for 
the blind, the deaf and the handicapped.” A. Soares, who 
gathered the information, asked a fair question: “ What 
other community has done as much for our country?” 
What happens when the missionaries leave? The work 
goes on and all the sponsors are local, lively and loving.

Bowl surprises open gates of controversy 


United Press International 
New Year's Day, college football's annual extravaganza, 
saw a winning streak, a jinx and a bad reputation get wiped 
out and thus opened the flood gates for a sea of controversy. 
Texas' 30-game winning streak—the longest in the 
nation—came to an end in the Cotton Bowl as Notre Dame 
avenged its defeat of a year ago with a 24-11 upset of the 
Longhorns. 
The jinx belonged to Tennessee, which had lost its last 
three 
bowl 
games. 
The Volunteers wiped 
that out 
convincingly with a 34-13 rout ot Air Force in the Sugar 
Bowl. 
And the bad reputation belonged to Stanford, which put 
down a 19-year-old “ playboy" image with a stunning 27-17 
Bose Bowl upset of Ohio State. 
The controversy was stirred by Nebraska, a 17-12 
conqueror of Louisiana State in the Orange Bowl. 
Texas, unbeaten during the regular season, has been 
declared national champion and Ohio State, also unbeaten 
during its nine-game schedule, was ranked second The N<> 
3 team was Nebraska, winner of 10 games with only a tie 
with Southern California marring its record 
Both Texas and Ohio State lost and the controversy may 
rage through until next season as to who should have been 
No. I—Texas, Ohio State, Notre Dame or Nebraska. 
Ara arseghian, Notre Dame's coach, called his team s 
victory over Texas “ one of the biggest moments in Notre 
Dame athletic history. I've been in a lot of locker rooms in 
my 21 years of coaching but the jubilation of our team today 
was something I haven't experienced in a long time. 
ND’s defense completely stymied Texas Wishbone T 
and forced the Longhorns to turn over five ot nine tumbles, 
four by All America back Steve Worster Quarterback Joe 
Theismann passed 2b yards to Tom Gatewood tor one 
touchdown and ran three and 15 yards tor two more to lead 
the Irish offensive.

“ Yesterday I started to feel it building and 1 knew we were 
going to win." The slender Notre Dame quarterback had 
one final shot: “ To those people who said Ara could not win 
the big one—I d like to see them explain this one.

Oklahoma—was also stopped by Notre Dame. 
Stanford, with Heisman rophy winner Jim Plunkett 
leading the way, handed Ohio State only its second loss in 
three years. Stanford had met with the school s last Rose 
Bowl team—the 1952 squad that was swamped 40-7 by 
Illinois and had to live with a “ playboy 
reputation for its 
training techniques before that game—prior to Friday's 
game and used that as an inspiration. 
Plunkett passed 35 yards to set up one fourth-quarter 
touchdown and threw 10 yards to Randy Vataha for another 
to rally the Indians past Ohio State. 
Ohio State led 17-13 going into the final period before John 
Brockington. who scored both Buckeye Ds. was stopped on 
a tourth-and-one on the Stanford 19. That lit the spark for 
Stanford as Plunkett marched the Indians downfield, 
throwing 35 yards to tight end Bob Moore to set up Jackie 
Brown's td plunge 
Jack Schultz' interception on the Ohio State 25 set up

The Tennessee detense limited All America receiver 
Ernie Jennings to only two receptions and intercepted three 
Bob Parker passes to fashion the rout. 


Bill Battle, Tennessee's 29year-old rookie coach, was 
recommended tor a new fiveyear contract by University 
President Edward J 
Boling. Battle, the youngest major 
college head football coach in the country, led the Vols to a 
10-1 record this season.

'milkshake rep' 
in 27-17 upset

It has taken the Stanford football 
team 19 years to live down the reputation ol playboys who 
trained on milkshakes and loafed in practice for the Rose 
Bowl. 
The 1952 Stanford team which suffered a 40-7 deleat by 
Illinois gained the "milkshake 
reputation alter the 
Indians' last appearance in the Rose Bowl until the 1971 
game. 
Led by Heisman Trophy winner Jim Plunkett, the Indians 
slashed their way to a 27-17 victory over an Ohio State team 
ranked second in the nation and undefeated during the 
regular season 
Plunkett climaxed his collegiate career as the nation s 
most honored college football player by lit ting Stanford to a 
pair of fourth period touchdowns as the Indians came from 
behind to deteat the Big Ten champions. 
In a hard-tought contest that saw the Buckeyes pile up 
huge chunks of yardage, Ohio State could generate only two 
tirst halt touchdowns and a field goal in the third period 
The turning point came ifi the fourth period with Ohio 
State leading 17-13 and driving tor anoher touchdown On 
tourthand-one on the 19 yard line. Buckeye fullback John 
Brockington was thrown for a yard lost 
Stanford determination and pride asserted itself The 
Indians had met with members of the 1952 Stan lord team 
and were impressed with their statements that for 19 years 
they had been forced to live with the reputation ot playboys 
who trained on milkshakes. 
Plunkett, chosen the game's most valuable player, 
marched the Indians 80 yards after they held the Buckeyes 
on the 20. On that march, he completed live straight passes, 
the imal one a 35-yard strike to Bobby Moore. Moore 
wrestled the ball away from Ohio State sAll-America 
safety. Mike Sensibaugh. on the two. 
Jackie Brown, who had scored Stanford's tirst touchdown 
in the opening period, then outran the Buckeye defenders 
around end tor the score that put the Indians ahead to stay. 
It was an anticlimax a minute later when Indian safety 
Jack Schultz intercepted a Hex Kern pass on the Ohio State 
25. A 10-yard pass from Plunkett to Kandy V ataha in the 
end zone finished oft the Stanford scoring 
Basically, the game was a battle between Kern and 
Plunkett 
The Ohio State quarterback, named player ot the game in 
1969. was the game s leading rusher on his option play with 
129 yards on 20 carries while Brockington gained 101 yards 
on 21 carries He scored both Buckeye touchdowns on one 
yard plunges. 
Ohio State gained 36", yards rushing to 142. for Stantord 
But Plunkett completed 20 of 30 passes tor 265 yards while 
Kern and understudy Ron Maeiejowski completed seven ot 
19 passes for 75 yards. 
Steve Horowitz. Stantord s star place kicker, booted two 
field goals, the second coming just alter halt time lrom 48 
yards to set a Rose Bowl record, breaking the mark ol 44 
yards set by George Fleming ol Washington against

The loss was the first lor Ohio State* in five Rose Bowl 
appearances since the Big Ten-Pacific 8 closed agreement 
started in 1947 and it snapped Woody Haves record of three 
straight bowl wins.

Building Models Is Age-old Craft

Those kids may be getting 
glue all over the furniture as 
they put together the model 
kits they got for Christmas. 
Parents, 
even 
so, 
should 
keep their patience—even be 
happy. Building models of 
things can be lucrative. And 
because it is the modern 
equivalent of f a s h i o n i n g 
miniatures, the blood line of 
the aristocratic art r u n s 
back to mankind’s dawn. 


There are a few whittlers 
—the pure form of making 
small models—still left. Only 
visitors to crafts fairs see 
examples of t h e i r skillful 
creations. Balsa wood and, 
later, p l a s t i c s made the 
marketing of do-it-yourself 
kits the popular way for boys 
(and their dads) to repro­ 
duce in miniature the planes, 
autos, boats, military equip­ 
ment and many other ob­ 
jects found in current life. 
The A r t h u r G. Henning 
Inc., f i r m in Mt. Vernon, 
N.Y., is an example of what 
the whole thing can lead to. 
Walter Kahn, its president, 
was a successful engineer 
who deserted the career to 


woo his boyhood love, creat­ 
ing miniatures. 
And because of it, the glue- 
spattering kids and t h e i r 
plastic kits are not the only 
ones p l e a s e d with what 
Santa brought them. Adult 
boat owners over the coun­ 
try, s i n c e Christmas are 
feasting their eyes on small 
models of their watercraft, 
thanks to Walter Kahn and 
his company. Miniatures of 
cabin cruisers for display at 
home or in the office are a 
big part of the output of his 
workers (a good many of 
them do their stuff in their 
own h o m e s all over the 
country). 
The scale is one-half or 
three-fourths of an inch to a 
foot. B u i l d e r s plans are 
used, if p o s s i b l e . Photo­ 


graphs establish colors and 
the exact locations of fit­ 
tings. 
In addition, the Henning 
firm turns out a great deal 
of work for museums. There 
are 67 models in the Smith­ 
sonian alone. 
Two triumphs of work­ 
manship a lot larger than 
boats for mantelpieces make 
the Henning craftsmen most 
proud. 
The world’s largest build­ 
ing, reduced from 456 feet in

(Continued Irom page 2 1 
height to six feet, is one. 
That’s a girder-by-girder re­ 
production of NASA’s Cape 
Kennedy vertical assembly 
building. 
The other masterpiece is 
the 48-foot m o d e l of an 
ancient ship seen by thou­ 
sands of t o u r i s t s at the 
Museum of Sunken Treasure, 
Cocoa Beach, Fla. 
This ship was at the center 
of the sunken t r e a s u r e 
drama that gripped Florida 
in the ’50s. A storm in 1715 
dashed the original vessel, 
the Hampton Court, loaded 
with bullion, onto the Florida 
reefs. Kep Wagner’s discov­ 
ery of a Spanish doubloon on 
the beach in 1951 led to sal­ 
vage operations. Much of the 
recovered treasure is on dis­ 
play at the museum along 
with the large model, one- 
third the size of the original 
ship.

PAINT LIKE A PRO 
By MR. FIX 
What stops many people 
from painting is the mess 
that generally results. The 
thought of spattered walls 
and furniture often makes 
people hire a professional. 
Consider 
h i s 
techniques, 
however, and do the job 
yourself. 
Before you even begin, 
clear the room. Move as 
much furniture as you can 
out of the room or at least 
to the opposite end. What 
you cannot remove, cover, 
even if it is at the far end 
of the room. 
Spread plenty of newspa­ 
pers around. 
Use a drop 
cloth. You can buy an inex­ 
pensive 
plastic 
or 
paper 
one, although a cotton drop 
cloth is not too expensive 
and can be used again and 
again. 
You can’t have too many 
clean, dry rags on hand. Use 
these to clean up spattered 
paint. Do not use rags soak­ 
ed in a solvent. That makes 
for a bigger mess. 
For a final cleanup, use 
turpentine on the rags for 
oil-based paints, soap and 


water for latex paints. 
Most paints ao not need 
thinning. While thick paint 
is a little harder to spread it 
won’t drip and run like thin 
paints. 
Thick 
paints 
also 
cover better. 
Remove 
all 
switch and 
outlet 
plates 
before 
you 
start. 
Use 
masking 
tape 
along woodwork and around 
door and window frames. 
Not only will the job be 
neater, it will go faster. 
Remove nails, splinters or 
anything else that projects. 
These will cause paint to 
drip as you b r u s h over 
them. 
Start 
with 
clean, 
dry 
brushes and rollers. If you 
have had them in solvent or 
water shake them thorough­ 
ly. Brush or roll out the ex­ 
cess moisture on newspa­ 
pers. 
A wet brush drips, 
thins the paint and causes 
that to drip, too. 
Forget those advertising 
pictures s h o w i n g people 
(generally 
pretty 
models) 
p a i n t i n g 
in 
their 
best 
clothes. No matter how hard 
you try, some paint will get 
on your clothes, so wear old 
ones. (Hewspapnr Enterprise Assn.)

$1 coin for 1971. Coin book 
publishers are m aking space 
in their 1972 editions for it. 
Statisticians are w o r k i n g 
overtime compiling w h a t ­ 
ever statisticians c o m p i l e 
relative to minting records, 
and coin accessory m anufac­ 
turers are busy turning out 
holders and protective de­ 
vices for what has to be the 
num ismatic event of the dec­ 
ade—issuance of the E isen­ 
hower dollar. 


Congress hasn ’t passed the 
bill yet but it will. It is just 
a m atter of getting all m e m ­ 
bers of the com m ittee to nod 
their heads once they have 
reconciled their differences 
on the One Bank Holding 
Company bill to which the 
Eisenhower 
dollar 
legisla­ 
tion is attached. 


The bill orovides for the 
issuance of 150 million 40 
per cent silver and an un­ 
limited 
num ber 
of cupro- 
clad silverless Eisenhower 
dollars. 
This legislation also pro­ 
vides for the rem oval of all 
silver from the current Ken­ 
nedy half-dollar. 
The B ureau of the Mint 
has devised an equitable a r ­ 
rangem ent whereby every­ 
one will have an opportunity 
to buy at least one silver 
specimen, but the director 
warns that any orders re ­ 
c e i v e d p r i o r to the an ­ 
nounced ordering date will 
be returned to the sender. 


One of the problems with 
gold and silver coins is their 
inherent ability to tarnish in 
spite of precautions taken to 
avoid any discoloration. With 
this dollar being the last of 
our prestige coinage, the ex­ 


perts 
are 
working 
doubly 
hard to find ways of im prov­ 
ing various a n t i t a r n i s h 
processes. 
To date none will offer an 
absolute guarantee but some 
of the new holders being 
readied for the Eisenhower 
dollar show a vast im prove­ 
m ent over c o n v e n t i o n a l 
holders. 


One of these is the “ Show 
Off,” a 3 V4 -inch-square case 
completely free of mounting 
screw s and fasteners nor­ 
m ally associated with coin 
holders. It is of clear, inert 
p l a s t i c with the b uyer’s 
choice of c o l o r e d center 
panels in either clear, deep 
wine red or blue with the 
nam e of the coin im printed 
below the receiving hole.
